CT. Peter and St. Paul glorified God by Martyrdom 


I at Rome under Nero: having firſt ſent before 
them a very great Multitude of their Converts, falſely 


| charged by the Tyrant with ſetting the city on Fire, 
and put to moſt cruel Deaths, as we learn from the 


Heathen Hiſtorian Tacitus, L. 13. Cc. 44. The chiefeſt 


3 amongſt the Diſciples of the Apoſtles at Rome, were 
Linus, Cletus, and Clement: who had been their Hel- 


pers in their Life- time; and were, one after the other, 
their Succeſſors after their Death. St. Clement has 


left us an excellent Epiſtle, written to the Church of 


Corinth, 


It. James the Leſs being made Biſhop of Jeruſalem, 
had the peculiar charge of the Churches of Judæa; 1 
which were multiplied exceedingly under his Admini- 
ſtration, by the Wonders of his Works, and of his . 
Life, to many Myriads, or Tens of Thouſands, Ac, wi 
Xxi. 20. After his Martyrdom he had for his Succe(. . 
ſior his Brother St. Simeon; who by divine Admoni— 
tion, removed, with all his Flock, before the laſt Siege 
af Jeruſalem to Pella beyond the Jordan; ſo that the 
Chriſtian Jews were not involved in any of thoſe 
dreadful calamities, which overtook the reſt of the 
Nation in that Siege. St. Simeon ſurvived till the 
Time of Trajan, and ſuffered a glorious Martyrdom, BF
